The East Penn Traction Company has been 


granted permission by the Borough Council 
of Newtown to construct and operate its 
line in the borough along Washington avenue, 
and ordinances giving similar permission 
have passed second reading in Morrisville 
and Yardiey, the two other boroughs between 
Trenton .and Newtown. An effort is also 
being made to get right of way between 
Newlb^n, and Doylestown on the turnpike 
passing,,,through Wrightstown. Pineville, 
Buckingham, Centreville and Mechanics ville. 
The bonstnuctiou of the road will give «. 
through line between Trenton and Doyles- 
town. The distance is about twenty-four 
miles. >aud will save about fifty miles of 
travel. A connection between the East Penn 
and .the Newtown, Langhorne and Bristol 
companies at Newtown will also furnish a 
short line between Bristol and the lower end 
of Bucks county and Doylestown. The com- 
pany is hoping to establish in the future a 
line from Trenton to Philadelphia.

Tho sohool, 
which was founded aboul Ion years ago 
through the munificence of Hie late Mrs. j 
Walter George Smith, and ia supported by j 
Colonel and Mrs. Edward Morroll, has for 
Is objecl the education and industrial train- 
ng of poor boya, who are there equipped to 
become good and useful citizens. 


Poor boys of tlie age of 11 years, the re-1 


port stales, who arc of promising worth and 
leanly habits, and whose physical condition 


can bear tho inspection of the physician, 
can be admitted to the institulion. The 
privilege of admission is first granted to the I 
boys of St. John's Orphan Asylum capable i 
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of availing themselves of its advantages, J 
and next lo poor orphan boys who have iho 
ahfl,Y*i n II al i ny it t ie\n a. 
ine oourte or instruction covers four 


years, but tho more diligent and worthy 
students may continue their course two 
years longer and graduate with honor from 
the institution. 


The course of instruction includes rend- 


ing, writing, arithmetic, geography, history, 
mensuration, 
composition, 
bookkeeping, 


linear, free-hand and architeclural drawing 
and Christian Doctrine. Five hours and a 
balf a day are devoted to class-room studies. 
and three hours to manual training in the 
workshop. 


Music forms an essential feature in the 


school's educational course. The boys have 
a brass band of thirly-six instruments, and 


second one of tho same number, from 


which the first baud is recruited. There ia 
also a fife and drum corps, and an orchestra 
of stringed instruments. 


Manual training is a leading feature, the 


'arious handicrafts being taught, not only 
or their own sake, but olao to develop the 
acililiea of Ihe mind. Instruction is given

larpentering, cabinelmaking, altar building, 
larquctry, wood carving, modelling iu clay, 
ign and fresco paintiug, lead glazing, stain- 
d glasa, embossing and Venetian ironwork ;

Oysters. 


Since the beginning men have delighted 


in the food provided for them by the 
mollusks, and the shell-heaps which formed 
the debris of their feasts upon these deli- 
cacies remain until now in all regions of 
the world where Nature has produced crea- 
tures of the genus Molluscs. 


Of all species of the mollusks, the oyster 


has been and is the favorite. 
Of these 


Nature has Ueen so marvellously prolific in 
their development that they are to be found 
in abundant a ia nearly all seas. And the 
oyster-rocks have yielded a goodly propor- 
tion of the iuod of savage and civilized men 
in all ages, ulung the shores of their nativity. 


To-day the oysterrinterest is one of the 


Boat import int industries; it gives employ- 
ment to thousands of persons, and millions 
of dollars jt capital are invested therein. 
There is a tionstantly growing demand for 
them, at pi esent much in excess of their 
natural productive power; so that the in- 
crease of the oyster supply is one of the 
practical questions of the time. By the 
application of modern methods the oyster- 
grounds are made to yield far beyond the 
natural supply; and by proper care they 
can be made lo produce an almost nnl.mited 
quantity. 


In early days oysters were to be found in 


lavish abund ance along all our coasts. Nearly 
•11 the creek i and inlets along the sea-coast 
of New York State abounded with a fine 
quality of oysters. In Nieuw Amsterdam, 
in 1621, "veiy large Dialers" were so com- 
mon that a market could not be found for 
them, as any one could supply himself from 
the beds. In 1671 Aruoldua Montanus aud 
in 1681 Sir George Culvert, reported that 
the new settlement* had among other ad- 
vantages oysters a fool long in greal plenty.

Used For Medicine.

PRESERVING FRESH GRAP5S. 


In CoM Storage They Can Be Kept Through 


the Winter. 


The method of gathering and preparing 


grapes for winter storage is as follows: 
The clustwrB ore carelully picked before 
they aro dt'ud ripe und then placed in traps 
In tho jjocklng house for a few days until 
the rteinB have wilted nnd the moisture 
bog evaporated. The basketsare lined with 
paraffined paper BO that it will lap over the 
top of the basket. Tho grapes aro packed 
carefully In the basket, all loose and punc- 
tured berries being removed beforehand, 
and then, when the paper Is folded ovei 
them, the cover la fastened down snugly 
«o as to exclude as much air as possible. 
The bankets are then placed in tho cold, 
dry storage house. In this way the Ver- 
genneB can be kept all winter, the Cntaw- 
bos until the end of February and Niaga- 
ras until after the holidays. 


The only difficulty experienced by grow- 


ers is from rapid deterioration when the 
grapes lire removed from cold storage aud 
shipped to market. They need to be con- 
sumed immediately in order to appreciate 
their qualities 
The largo growers are ar- 


ranging to ship their grapes from theii 
packing houses to the cold storage houses 
In the cities by means of refrigerator cars, 
and In this way the quality will be pre- 
served until the grapes reach the consum- 
er's table. But this shuts out the small 
grower located some distance from the 
uiarketH. 


However, there are other outlets for. 


their crops of grapes, which lire rapidly in- 
creasing in importance. Ono of the best 
Is that of manufacturing "unformeuted 
grape juice,"a beverage that is rccom 
mended by physicians, and which is gain- 
Ing ground in public esteem annually. It 
is Bald that the fresh grape juice is next to 
good, new milk as a wholesome beverage 
and that all people should drink it, espe- 
cially the weak and emaciated. It goes far 
aheod of tea or coffee when taken with 
jneals. Sometimes It is put on the market 
in an adulterated form, but there are 
plenty of growers who make it themselves 
from thi- fresh grapes. In Erie county, N 
Y., them Is a vineyard where all the grapes 
from 100 acres are annually turned into 
unfenntnted juice. The juice is simply 
heated, carefully filtered nnd then bottled 
while hot. In this way it will keep fresh 
and good for a long time.—New York
